The canners’ reports however, from different parts of the 
country generally are of injury to tomatoes, and the middle west 
reports rather a small acreage of the crop, as compared with other 
years and what was expected. 

In corn, things are looking a little better. But it must be 
remembered that there is only about a 50% acreage planted to 
sugar corn this year at any rate. The weather injured thissome- 
what for the time, but the general report is to the effect that 
favorable weather might give good results in crop with what 
there is. But it is not at all certain that local opportunities are 
good in any section. Maine may have a 50 per cent. pack, if 
the weather continues very favorable; but where they are not 
complaining of rain they are on the other hand finding fault 
with the lack of it. New York State is somewhat in the same 
position as Maine. In fact the best qualities of corn it is now 
recognized will be scarce and is becoming scarcer. In the west 
a small acreage of corn will naturally result in a greatly reduced 
pack, in sections where stigar corn is heavily grown. Further 
south there has been a general neglect of sugar corn planting 
because of the known large quanties carried over. In Maryland 
the corn situation is not bad, and as the tomato situation is show- 
ing up so poorly, some packersare beginning to give unexpected 
attention to sugar corn. 

Beans are being well packed nearly all over the country. 
Packers who have resolved to go short on corn, are inclined to 
make a specialty of beans, especially of lima brans, and such 
weather as we have had seems to be especially beneficial to all 
kinds of lentels. 

In fruits the apple crop is coming along well. It is likely 
to be an average sized pack; but in the absence of other fruits, 
there will be a larger demand for apples than usual; and the new 
orchard sections of the United States and especially the north- 
west will be heavily drawn on for their fruits. 

In. peaches the year will be a disappointment, long to be 
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remembered by the packers. As California is not doing very 
largely in peaches nor apricots, and as the middle west and the 
Atlantic sections have been a disappointment equally white the 
south in the peach crop, there is almost a certainty of a continued 
advance in the price of peaches as the year wears on. 

In respect to the side lines, only, a small average is doing. 
In fact pork and beans seem to have become one of the stand-bys 
of the canning house, and such articles as cabbage, spinach, 
beets, and the like are receiving more attention every year. ‘The 
sweet potato pack will be somewhat above the average this year. 
The pack of pumpkins and squash will: doubtless suffer accord- 
ingly. 

Brokers report very few changes in the quotations. 
time berries are quiet. Corn no variation. Oystersare at almost 
a standstill, since the recent advances. Peaches are the only 
things that show any special changes, and these record an ad- 
vance along the entire line for the fruit in tin. No. 3 standards 
yellow are quoted $1.55, an advance of 20 cents; white at $1.45, 
an increase of 10 cents; No. 3 seconds yellow $1.30, a 10 cent 
advance, and white $1.15, an advance of the same amount. No. 
2 are quoted at $1.15, and $1.10 for yellow and white, an advance 
of 15 and 5 cents respectfully. No. 2 seconds are quoted at 80 
cents and 75 cents for yellow and white, also an advance of 5 
cents; No. 3 pie unpeeled are quoted at 75 cents; gallon pies 
unpeeled $2.35, which is an advance of 10 cents. It will thus be 
seen that peaches have advanced along the entire line, and the 
probabilities are that the end is not yet. 

There has been a slight change in the position of tomatoes; 
while full standards are still quoted at 75 cents, the highest class 
of seconds are rated 7214 from 70 cents; No. 2 standards are 
quoted at 55 cents, a recession of 214 cents. 

In caus and canners’ metals there is a sense of dullness for 
this season of the year, although some of the can makers have 
been attempting to advance prices one week to cut them down

CALIFORNIA LETTER. 


SAN Francisco, August 24, 

All of our canners will shortly announce that all their goods 
have been sold and that they have no more to offer. The com- 
bination of events which has decreased the aggregate of our fruit 
pack so materially combined with the unusual demand, have 
simply swamped our first hands. It was well said several weeks 
ago that over g0% of the pack had then been sold and certainly 
things have not improved since then. There is a decrease by 
eight or nine in the number of canneries which are operating in 
this State as compared with last season. Seven of these were 
destroyed in the great conflagration in this city, and the others 
were burned at other points. So we are crippled just that n.uch 
in our facilities for total output, and when labor scarcity and 
crop shortages and poor fruit quality are added on you can see 
that we are up against it for sure. I am sure that the most of the 
peach and apricot orders filled by our canners this season will be 
taken care of on a pro rata basis. They have no other course 
to purstie, and must take refuge in that provision of their con- 
tract which permits them to do so. . 

Tomato canning has commenced at some points and will at 
others just as soon as packers can get clear of the late fruit. 
The price continues to creep up, 77!4 cents now being asked for 
2% pound standards. 

The string bean canners of Lake County are now getting 
busy putting up the finest bean canned in the United States. 
Some of my Eastern packer friends may disagree with me in this 
contention, but I have the right on my side and can prove it. 
A. Mendehall has started the Upper Lake Cannery and the 
Lakeport Cannery under the management of Henry Wambold, 
has also commenced opreations. A good season’s run lies before 
them. 

Figures just published by the Census Bureau at Washington 
show that the canning and preserving of fruit was the third in- 
dustry of the State in r1g00. It was first in 1905. The total 
aggregate value of canned products in 1900 was $13,42 3,869, and 
in 1905 $23,809,988, showing almost a 100% increase. But 
there is plenty of room for more expansion. ‘The industry is but 
in it’s infancy. 

While it is true that my territory does not include Utah, 
still the activity and importance of portions of that State in fruit 
and vegetable canning has attracted my attention to quite a de- 
gree of late. It begins to look as though our Mormon friends 
were going to be large factors in the industry and may prove to 
be competitors of no small moment to our California packers. I 
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attach hereto a clipping which gives an idea of what is being 
accomplished in two counties of Utah. It reads as follows: 


‘Ogden Utah.—Twenty-two canheries in Davis and Weber 
counties will commence to can tomatoes before the end of Aug- 
ust. They are in excellent shape for the season’s run, which 
will last about six weeks. Small consignments of tomatoes have 
already reached the market, and by August 20th the crop 
will have ripened generally. .As the crop stands at present, it is 
one of the finest in the history of the canning industry. A back- 
ward spring reduced the acreage of the crop materially, but 
plants that survived the ravages of both warm and cold weather 
have thrived wonderfully during the hot weather of July and 
August and vines are loaded with well-developed fruit. It is 
expected the tonage will be exceptionally high on account of the 
profuse yield and the largeness of the tomatoes. [Estimates by 
proprietors place the entire yield for both counties at 400,000 
cases, of two dozen cans each. Immediately after the tomato 
crop has been handled, factories will commence to can late fruit. 
The heavy yield of fruits, small and large, has taxed the canning 
capacity of factories and canning men declare that more fruit al- 
ready has heen canned since spring than the entire output of last 
year’s campaign."’

Conditions as Observed by Leading Grocer Journals of 


Various Sections and Their Comments. 


Philadelphia. 


Tomatoes are unchanged from last week, both spot and future. The 
crop prospects are still poor, but the market is not yet affected in any degree 
whatever. The demand of the past week has been even duller than that of 
the week before. Corn is unchanged as to price, but somewhat improved 
as to prospect. Unless the frost comes early, it looks now as if both Maine 
end New York State would have a good pack. The situation in Maryland 
is not so good, but Southern corn cuts only a small figure. Peas are un- 
changed. High grades are steady and quiet and medium grades firm and 
scarce. Peaches are very strong, thanks to bad crop prospects. Nearly 
every packer in Maryland has withdrawn from the market, and the Western 
packers are also becoming reluctant to adcept more business. Apples are 
unchanged. Some new pack are sellling at $2.75. The general small Bal- 
timore line ip about unchanged. So is the California line. Strawberries 
are very high and scare. The quotation for good stock is $1.55, which is 
extremely high.—Gvocers’ World. 


Chicago. 


Late developments concern canned salmon and sardines, domestic goods, 
rather than the staple vegetables, which are talked about the most. Well 
confirmed reports are to the effect that the red Alaska salmon pack this year 
is very short, together with a light out put on Puget sound and decreased 
production on the Columbia river and in other waters. These reports have 
stimulated the demand, and prices show an upward tendency. ‘There is no 
doubt whatever that the Pacific coast salmon pack is much smaller than last 
year, probably more than a million cases smaller. American sardines are 
firm owing to the light pack. Continental key-opening quarter oils have 
been advanced 10 cents a case by the packers. There is a demand for cann- 
ed peas from buyers who know conditions. The pack was not as large as 
last season. Spot corn is firm and there is not much good quality left in 
Fos first hands. Future corn is steady. Old pack tomatoes are steady at un* 


changed prices. Prospects for the tomato pack are less favorable than a 
short time back. The eastern crop has been very badly damaged by excess- 
ive rains, which have also hurt the eastern peach crop. Maryland and Del- 
aware expected a big peach pack, but it will not be anything like as large 
as anticipated. California fruit canners have dithdrawn from the market on 
almost all descriptions, because of being about sold out. The situation is 
called unprecedented, and higher prices on Calitornia canned fruits are cer- 
tain. Oysters, coves, are in demand at firm prices. Canned lobster is 
firm.—Grocers’ Criterion, . 


Montreal, Can. 

At the present moment the canned goods market possesses considerable 
of interest to the grocer. The many rumors afloat as to probabilities for to- 
matoes for the coming season; the price of salmon, as well as new prices for 
corn ond other lies, all command more or less attention. A large Montreal 
jobber this week showed The Grocer a letter just received from the centre 
of the tomato-growing district in Ontario. The writer stated, among other 
things, that while two weeks ago Ioo per cent. tomatoes were in sight, this 
week only 50 per cent. were to be seen. He attributed the cause to the con- 
tinued warm weather. Temperature in that district has been for the past 
two weeks from 8o to go degrees in the shade, and as a result the tomatoes 
were all ripening at once, while, for the lack of rains, they were not grow- 
ing. This, however, is but one view of-the situation in.one district, and it 
is not necessary to consider this as being representative of the tomato-grow- 
ing districts generally. It is hardly likely, however, that the yield this 
season will be more than medium to good—time only will tell. High prices 
in salmon are not viewed with favor, naturally, and it is thought that the 
new prices will have a depressing effect on trade throughout the country. 
Stocks being limited to a great extent, however, it is hardly likely that 
there will be any trouble in disposing of all obtainable. Peas have not been 
going very well nnder the new prices, demand being small. New prices on 
other lines are anxiously waited for by the trade. 

Canned apples are very scarce. Some jobbers are out and there are no 
more to be had. It will be a couple of months before the new pack is in. 
Peaches are also very scarce. A jobber stated this week that all lines of 
canned goods were being cleaned up in a most remarkable manner. 


London, England. 


Markets are strong, and prices firm in all branches of the trade, not on 
account of the great demand, but through scarcity of supplies. The salmon 
pack is a partial failure, and fruits are scarce and dear. 

Salmon.—Cables received in the early part of the week were to the

effect that the run of fish on the Fraser River had finished, since when there 
has been no resumption. The total pack to date on the Fraser River is 
about 160,009 cases, as against a total pack last year of 837,489 cases. On 
the Puget Sound, also the pack is only about 160,000 cases, as against a pack 
last year of 783,328 cases. The Skeena River has practically finished, with 
only half a pack, but on the other hand, Rivers Inlet has packed 120,000 
cases, which is a full pack. The Fraser, Puget and Skeena packs are, of 
course, disastrous to canners, and as a consequence, few will name prices, 
while those who have ask very high figures, which are shillings above the 
spot market. Practically no No. 1 lb. talls and very few 1 Ib. flats have been 
packed, and the scarcity of these varieties is likely to cause a strong advance. 
The market is very firm, and while buyers are deferring operating until final 
figures are to hand, on the other hand few are disposed to sell. 

Lobsters show no fresh feature. 

Sardines are in better request, and prices show a hardening tendency. 

Fruits meet with a good demand at firm prices, and appear to be the 
only section of the trade which has not been affected by the recent scares. 

Meats.—The demand may be described as dull, but prices keep steady 
and unchanged. 

Liverpool, England. 

Salmon.—There has been considerably more business passing during the 
week. Cables from the fishing indicate almost a total failure of the pack, 
and as a consequence, prices on the spot have advanced, particularly for 1 
lb. talls and 1 Ib. flats. % Ib. flats are abont stationary. Alaska is quiet, 
but an advance in this may be looked for as the pack is stated to be very 
short. 

Sardines.—The reports from the fishing indicate a poor pack, and in 
view of the advance in the price cf materials. and in the rate of exchange, 
higher limits are now asked by shippers. 

Fruits.—Apricots are firm at the higher range of prices; pears and 
peaches steady. 
ed as having taken place during the past week, and a good demand from 
the country at firm rates is going on. The //ysouw has arrived with 22,545 
cases on board. Cables from Singapore this week indicate that fruit at pre- 
sent is scarce, and that preservers are unable to lower their quotations for 
forward shipment. 

Tomatoes.—The new pack is likely to be here in three or four weeks 
time, and sales are being made for delivery ex-quay.—Groccrs’ Gazette.

BALTIMORE, Aug., 27, 1906. 

The peach market has been the chief attraction in the canned goods sit- 
uation in Baltimore during the past week. Unfavorable reports from the 
peach-growing disiricts throughout this section of the country are more 
numerous than before, perhaps, because the weather conditions continue to 
be very unfavorable, and the weather bureau can promise no change for 
the better in the immediate future. From July ist up to this date, we have 
had a rain storm, at least once every forty-eight hours, a most unusual thing 
in this section at any time in the year. Peaches deteriorate rapidly when 
water logged, and no human aid can stop it. , 

Experienced out-of-town buyers who have been coming to Baltimore 
during the peach-packing season for many years, declare that they never 
before witnessed such conditions as now prevail. Only a comparatively 
smali proportion of the pack usually made up to the same date in previous 
seasons, when the crop was not a failure, has been secured this season, and 
unless the later varieties of the fruit prove sufficiently plentiful to overcome 
the shortage, of which there is at present small encouragement, we shall 
have to record another small output, instead of a large pack, after the most 
promising prospects at the start of any season during the last six or eight 
years. 

Another active week in tomatoes for prompt shipment was the exper- 
ience in that article. Nearly everyone is watching the weather closely, and 
every heavy down-pour of rain, apparently, increases the buying orders. 
Shipments this week have included almost every important market east of 
the Rockies and south of the northern border line. At the present prices, 
this section appears to be the source of supply for the August pack. What- 
ever the future may show, today’s quotations are firm, and the jobbers seem 
to be gaining more confidence in the safety of their purchases. 

In the general list of goods produced in this market, business has been 
very good during the month, and the total volume may exceed the month of 


July, which was, probably, greater than the average for that month. The 
staple articles of both fruits and vegetables, were, of course, the leaders in 


point. of activity, for instance, Corn, Peas, Beans of all kinds, Spinach and 
Sweet Potatoes, Pears, Apples, Cherries, Berries, etc. There has not been 
a decidedly weak spot in all those lines since the canning season opened. 
The outlook for the fall business is considered good. ,

The conditions here ii Baltimore for packing are fairly satisfactory, 
though the market on the raw meterial has been fluatuating considerably. 
Last week and the early part of this week prices were reasonably low, aver- 
aging about 25 cents to 30 cents per bushel: today the price has advanced to 
4o cents to 45 cents per bushel, which has naturally made packers feel con- 
siderabiy firmer. There is quiet a good demand for tomatoes for spot ship- 
ment. 


The reports from the country, especially from the Peninsula districts, 
are not altogether encouraging. Quiet a number of Peninsula packers are 
still out of the market, and there is more or less buying for account of 
packers all the time. There is good business in sight at 72% cents for No. 3 
Standards and 52% cents per dozen for No. 2 Standards for fall delivery, 
and very few sellers at these figures. We might be able to pick up a few 
No. 3s at 72% cents per dozen, but it is doubtful if any good brands of coun- 
try No. 2s can be bought under 55 cents per dozen. While the weather 
conditions are better than they were a few weeks ago and the rains are not 
so incessant, yet we are having what might be called ‘rainy weather”’ all 
the time, and very gloomy reports are being sent in by some country 
packers, The acreage, however, is pretty big and the crop can stand con- 
siderable damage and still make a good sized pack of tomatoes. The situa- 
tion, however, at present looks rather strong, and the idea that the condi- 
tions are in favor of a demoralized market is hardly justified. With jobbers 
all over the country entirely cleaned up on tomatoes, and slow deliveries 
being made, and likely to be made for a week or two on futures, it looks as 
though the market will remain steady. Added to this, the heavy sales of 
futures will keep packers going for some time, and it is difficult to see how 
there can be any surplus of tomatoes on the market until late in the season, 
if it comes at all. 

Peaches.—The conditions are unsatisfactory for buying. Packers are 
all behind on their orders; most of them have withdrawn from the market. 
With the exception of No. 3s and Gallon Pies, it is almost impossible to fill 
orders for Peaches such as No. 3 Seconds and Standard Yellows. There is 
a heavy demand from all sections of the country, and we are carrying on 
our list a number of unfilled orders. It is not a question of price with the 
packers. There is no doubt but what if prices would be made by them of 
5 or 10 cents per dozen higher than the ruling prices a week ago, a good 
deal of business could be done. Packers, however, have simply taken the 
stand that they will stay out of the market until their orders are filled, and 
that as they get a surplus they will offer them at the market prices at that 
time. There is a heavy demand tor Peeled Pie Peaches in No. 3 and gallon 
cans. We cannot begin to take care of our orders, 

Apples.—The quantity of apples which is being packed is so small that 
packers are only taking orders for what they pack from day to day. It is 
very difficult to get a price on futures. We are booking some orders for 
prompt shipment at 75 cents for No. 3s and $2.25 per dozen for Gallons. 

Lima Beans.—The packing of lima beans is going on in a small way. 
Packers are not making any prices as yet, though we could probably fill 
your orders for new-packed Standard Green at go cents per dozen, less 4%, 
f. o. b. Baltimore. 
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Small Fruits.—The line of small fruits is probably worth close attention. 
There is a prospect for a good fall trade, and stocks here are certainly light, 
some items being almost entirely cleaned up. We are having quiet a few 
inquiries for Gallon goods. 

Corn.—The market is rather quiet at present. Packing is going on in 
this section. As previously reported, the conditions in some parts of Mary- 
land are bad, in others they rre rather good. With a heavily reduced acre- 
age, the packing will naturally be lighter than last year, though there will 
probably be a fair pack on the entire acreage in this section. Prices of 
corn, however, are low at present, and this article looks attractive. We are 
buying a good grade of No. 2 Standard Maine Style Corn at 55 cents, 
Harford County Style at 524% cents., Shoe Peg at 65 cents to 674 cents per 
dozen, less 1% %, f. o. b. Baltimore.

Aberdeen (Md. ) Market. 


ABERDEEN, MD., Aug., 27, 1906. 

Tomatoes.—Almost daily rains, followed by hot sunshine and murky 
atmosphere, have not inproved the condition of the growing tomato this 
week, Most packers are making half-day runs about every other day; 
they will hardly get under headway until the latter part of next week. A 
number of reports indicate the probability of a falling off of tomatoes after 
September 15th to 20th. It has been difficult to obtain satisfactory stock 
for packing on account of so many rains and watery condition of fruits. For 
this reason, the canned article does not stand up as well as desired by pack- 
ers, even though the best of care has been used in obtaining best results. 
Judging from the samples examined, there are indications that it is probable 
in some cases, that the ‘‘water wagon’’ has not been far distant, and presum- 
ably on account of the exceedingly wet season, other ingredients have been 
obtained at lower cost than raw tomatoes, which have been bringing a pretty 
fair price throughout the entire week. While it is possible to obtain some 
fairly good marks for what might be termed Fair Standard Tomatoes on 
basis of 72% cents for 3s; and 52'% cents for 2s, strictly Full Standard stock 
cannot be obtained under 75 cents for 3s and 55 cents for 2s; Off Standards: 
and Seconds can be secured, price according to quality, with an inclination 
to meet the wants of the buyers, quality dependable upon the price demand- 
ed. Gallon tomatoos, for season’s shipment, $2.20 to $2.25. 

Corn.—General complaint without exception comes from every packer 
of corn. Short crop, irregular quality, some too old, other maturing fast 
under contrary weather conditions, all are helping to make up a pack oy 
corn, quality of which will be far from the class turned out during more fav- 
orable seasons. Packers are making the best of circumstances, handling 
their corn to the best possible advantage and trusting to the future to see 
them out, as far as whatever unforseen ills are concerned. Fancy grades 
will be a rare exception, and some of the largest and best posted packers 
advise that it is absolutely impossible to expect qualities equal to previous 
years. The average yield per acre is from 25 to 4o per cent. short, espec- 
ially for Shoe Peg varieties, in this immediate section. It is generally con- 
ceded that when a crop has been so disastrously affected, that due consider- 
ation must be made for qualities.

There appears to be in this era practical evidence of an 
amount of activity which might be called social activity, out. of 
all proportion to almost any other season that has existed. For 
instance, it has always been a motto or at least a belief in the 
United States that out Government was not a paternal one, that 
it was strictly administrative in its position and duty; and conse- 
quently that prejudice and favoritism had no part in it. 

But during the last fifty years, probably the last century, 
there seems to have been a steady change in this view of it. And 
of late years we have had ample exidence that it is becoming 
more agressive. Ever since the cival war there appears to have 
been a desire on the part of the Government or those who oper- 
ate it, to push into every kind of matter concerning the States, 
till at last through the application of the Inter-State Commerce 
Law, the States have become alinost a nonentity. Put the spirit 
has not ceased to operate here. Having usurped nearly all the 
conscience of the States, it is now.steadily broading its scope to 
take charge of all corporation matters, and latterly it has come 
as near as it is possible to manage the commercial business, and 
even the household business of the country. 

The spring of this year, and the early part of the summer, 
were distinguished by the efforts of the government to take charge 
of the railroad business, which means to take control of it, to 
investigate food conditions, and apply laws for the preparers of 
foods in every direction; and now here at the end of the summer 
we find an effort being made on the part of the Gouernment to 
take a new, and what will eventually be an important step in the 
correction of the peoples orthography. 

Perhaps this is a wise and a valuable action, but we believe 
so long as there is possibility of sectional change in our vast coun- 
try, that it is the forerunner of a system of changes that might 
be pernicious to the last degree. We have thought for instance, 
for many years, that if there is anything in which America needs 
a national and decisive authority, it is in the matter of the proper, 
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similar pronunciation of similar letters, and consequently of sim- 
ilar words all over the country. This would call upa much more 
extended discussion of sectionalism than has ever occured in 


. America, and perhaps would set not only local ambition but rad- 


ical pride to work in its strongest efforts. Seventy five years ago 
New England began to arrogate to herself the right of being the 
school teacher of America. What she said and what she knew 
she was clearly of the opinion was wiser than any other Ameri- 
can could have, and yet clearly she has not learned what is meant 
by the doctrine of ‘‘Consistency thou art a jewel.’’ 

In the early part of the century she objected to the Latin 
pronunciation of the ‘‘a,’’ she tised the Yankee nasal twang, and 
all American words were colored accordingly. But since the war, 
probably on account of the grip she got through the cessation of 
slavery, she has adopted almost the opposite plan. ‘‘A’’ became 
‘“‘ah,’’ and what was the largest and southern pronunciation has 
since become the New England pronunciation. 

As a consequence the New England broom sweeps a broad 
swath through all sections of the country in the matter of pro- 
nunciation, But it is only the enforcement of a provincialism 
at best; it is not even consistent at that. Now is it likely that in 
such a case as this, where we have not even consistency, we will 
succeed better if the Government undertakes to do such things 
as will reform spelling and pronunciation ? 

Several things must be remembered in this line, and in all of 
them sectionalism governs. New England has assumed to be 
wiser and better educated than any other section of the country, 
simply because she chose to do so; and locally no other section 
admits it. Against this sectionalism it is as difficult to introduce 
northern idioms or mannirs into southern or far western sections 
as it would be to introduce the northern climates into warmer 
sections. Probably as difficult and perhaps as natural as to try 
to introduce the cultivation of cotton into the northern states. 

Again there is another mighty objection. America is today 
reversing the work which has been attributed to Babal. Babal 
was the b:ginning of the division of the people by confounding 
their language, and all the tongues of the earth sprang from 
that root. Per contra all the tongues of the earth have come to 
America and often many of each in such quantity that they have 
carried on their language in their own sections. America is 
therefore the conglomeration of many tongues, of ancient racial 
prejudices and lessons, and all these intervene to obstruct an easy 
adoption of the new method. 

We merely mention these things not to make any objection, 
but to point how difficult is the latest job the Government is 
undertaking, and to hint tkat it is not a wise thing to try to do 
the work of centuries in a short time. 

Taking another view of the situation we are justified in 
infering that if the President of the United States can undertake 
to correct and revise the orthography of the country, if the 
Bureau of Food control at Washington can lay down law the to 
food manufacturers for their preparations,can direct and control us 
in what we shall eat and how it shall be prepared, there is noth- 
ing to prevent them from going a little further into our house- 
holds and telling and compelling our wives and housekeepers, 
the manner in which they shall treat us and prepare our food. 
For instance, we believe some learned scientist in Kurope has 
lately said that we all eat too much salt; that the animals do not 
need any large amount of salt; that the Indians and natural man 
did not really care for it. It will naturally follow, therefore, 
that some astute philosopher in the Government employ will rise 
up shortly and prescribe the quantity of salt, more or less, that 
must be used in our foods. Then will arise a discussion between 
those whe desire to continue in the present saline qualities of 
food, and the innovators. And the law makers will come along 
to fight out to a finish and prescribe just how much salt a city 
shall be allowed to consume in a year, a month, or aday. It is 
thus seen to what strange extent paternalism would naturally 
go, and the danger of a republic is that while it behaves itself, 
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it continues to grow wiser or believe it does and those who arro- 
gate to themselves and believe that they are the head centers of 
wisdom at last overtop themselves, go too far in their theories, 
and ennunciate as truths, things that neither heaven nor earth 
ever heard of before. We can well afford to let time take longer 
to persue her methods to her natural ends. But we do not need 
the Government to be too careful of us in all things, far some- 
how individual advantage or sectional ambition usually interfer
